TU* Eureka Leader thinks "the loug 


depression under which our Stute has 
labored is about to give place to pros- 
perity. The agriealtural development 
of the State having baan passed for the 
time by the glittering 'and fabulous 
wealth of her mines, has not enabled 
a thorough knowledge of the resources 
of her soil to be known and appreci- 
ated, and it is only ainoa the product 
of her mines has decreased that com- 
parative justice ha? been done. ' Her 
soil warrants her being self-sustained 
and entirely independent of neighboring 
States and Territories, and this fact is 
forcing its conviction upon our people. 


The mining industry, that since the 


grand output of bullion has shared in 
the depression, is now to share in the 
prosperity, and take rank as a potent 
factor in the long-desired and un- 
doubted change. 


On the Base Range there are moun- 


tains of wealth which require but ju- 
dicious expenditure of capital to extract 
and reduce to enrich tho developers, 
and the interest now being taken gives 
good reason to believe thnt Justine will 
be done. This we know to exist. For 
that which may exist, no groat amount 
of prospecting has as yet been done, 
but surely must, 
The districts ad- 


joining Eureka, but included in the 
Base Range, are making developments 
daily which warrant the belief that 
mines of unsurpassed richness still exist. 
The Oomstock, too, which has since the 
bonanza days been comparatively un- 
productive, is now upon the eve of de- 
velopments tbat, if not of magnitude, 
at least will encourage prospecting. 
Bodies of ore that were passed in the 
palmy days are now being worked with 
profit. 


In every quarter are indications of 


the dawning of a new era, and Nevada 
will again rank with the first of the 
mineral-producing States."

A correspondent who has given the 


subject much careful attention sends 
the Bulletin the following : 


From present appearances, the yield 


of wheat, barley, oats, etc., this year 
will ba far larger for the Pacific States 
than ever before. 


In 1880, notwithstanding that a very 


severe northar prevailed towards the 
end of May, doing considerable damage 
to the laige wheat fields of Merced and 
Colusa counties and all along the San 
Joaqum, with an acreage of some 2,- 
800,000 in wheat, California, according 
to the figures of Mr. W. F. Baboock, 
President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
gave close on to 68,000,000 bushels, or 
nearly twenty-one bushels of wheat to 
the acre, This year it is estimated 
that we hove 3,400,000 acres in wheat. 
We have haa abundant "latter rains," 
but little warm weather, and no scorch- 
ing northers. Many claim that under 
such circumstances the average should 
be greater than 1880; but supposing it 
to bo tea to fifteen per cent, less, or, 
say, eighteen bushels to the acre, it is 
not improbable that we will have a total 
crop of 62,000,000 bushels of whsat. 
The average in barley is greatly in- 
creased. High prices last season in- 
duced an immense sowing. The lowest 
estimate gives the acreage at 760,000 in 
this groin, which at the low average of 
twenty-five bushels to the acre, would 
be 19,000,000 bushels. It would be no 
flight of fancy to put the averags at 
thirty bushels to the acre, inasmuch as 
many fields along the Salinas are said 
to promise eighty or ninety bushels, 
whilst the Islands are thought to be 
safe for even larger yields. The acreage 
la oats and corn can be safely approxi- 
mated for California at 400,000, which 
at thirty bushels to the acre, would 
give 12,000,000 bushels. For Rye and 
small grains, peas, beans, etc , 150,000 
would be a moderate estimate, jud a 
yield of thirty bushels to theiicie equal- 
ly so, this would give 4,500,000 bushels. 
From Oregon and Washington Territory 
.reports aro almost uniformly 
good. 


Uusually reliable authorities cluiui that 
they will have an exportable suiplus of 
from 350,000 to 450,000 tous of wheat. 
Taking the smaller figure aucl adding 
to it 150,000 tons for seeding uud home 
consumption, their united wheat crop 
would exceed 10,000,000 bushels, and 
for barley, oats, etc., they can safely be 
calculated on for at least 3,000,000 
bushels. These figures would sum up :

TtT»CAROKA'S PKOBPECTS. 


The Mining Beview speaks of Tusca-

been made during the pant week in the 
Ouondaga mine at Safford, which ap- 
pear too fabulous to chronicle and must 
be seen to be believed. .

The discovery 
appears to be an immense chimney ex- 
tending from the main ledge, which be- 
gins at the tunnel, some 800 feet dih- 
taut, and traceable all the way to the 
spot in question. A shaft is now being 
sunk on this chimney, which widens at 
every stroke, the ore up to the present 
time having the saine'value as when first 
found on the surface. That it continues 
down is unquestioned, the tunnel belosv 
shows the same ledge and formation, 
and a glimpse at the premises will satis- 
fy the most skeptical. Several promi- 
nent mining men who have vioited the 
mine during tho past week, expressed 
themselves as having been greatly as- 
tonished at what they saw, and placed 
the wealth of tho mine at figures rang- 
ing all the way from §5,000,000 to $10,- 
OUO.OOO and pronounced it the biggest 
mine in Nevada, not excepting even the 
brightest days of the Comstock, 
In 


conversation with two of the proprietors 
they stated that us soon as the corpora- 
tion of the mine, now progressing in 
Sun Francisco, was completed a large 
number of meii would be put to work, 
and the claim explored on a large soalo. 
There is at present room for 100 miners 
on this mine alone, aud wo hope that 
tha management will soon decide to 
give them employment, as it-will en- 
courage the surrounding mine owners 
to do likewise. It is intended hereafter 
to ship the ore in bulk instead of by 
sacking, as is now done, which will 
necessarily require the service of a host 
of men, noises and wagons to remove 
tho enormous mass of wealth now ex- 
posed in this claim.
